WOMEN TO VOTE 


ON NEW BOARD

At the ensuing' election April 7th 


the voters of Columbia county out- 
side of the cities of Portage and Col- 
umbus will elect a county board of 
education, as provided by chapter 
751 of. the laws, of 1913. 
Under the 


provision of the new law,the county 
board of education, shall consist of 
five members, all to be elected for the 
first time In April. . ' , . • ; , - 


After their election they are to de- 


termine by lot whlchi shall serve one, 
two/'three, four,or. five years. One 
member will be elected annually 
thereafter. The law does not apply 
to cities having their own. Jipard of 
education 
and 
superintendent of 


schools arid voters in these cities will 
have no voice in the matter of select- 
ing the board. . . 
It in no way effects or diminishes 


the powers and duties of the county 
superintendent. 


Any person entitled to vote at a 


school election may vote for these of- 
ficers, and such persons entitled to 
vote may hold office. This provision 
in the law makes women electors 
eligible. 
Candidates shall be nominated by 


independent nomination papers and 
no .party designation is permitted al- 
tho a principle may be printed on the 
ballot after the candidate's name. The 
principle shall be expressed in not 
more than five words, and shall not 
include the name 6f any political 
party. 
As compensation the board mem- 


bers shall receive the same per diem 
as supervisors, not to exceed, however 
fifteen days. 
Among the more im- 


portant powersgof the board are the 
following: 
(1) 
In all cases where there are 


more than one hundred schools in 
the county board of education dis- 
trict the board may appoint an as- 
sistant superintendent of schools, or 
a clerk and fix their salary. 


(2) 
Organize, alter and consoli- 


date school districts. 
- (3) 
Authorize 
parents 
living 


nearer to a school in an adjoining 
district to send their children to the 
nearest school, tuition fees to be paid 
by the district in which said parents 
reside. 
(4) 
The county board of educa- 


tion may appoint, upon the nomina- 
tion of the county superintendent, a 
board of examiners, not to exceed five 
persons, for the common school di- 
plomas, prescribe its duties, fix the 
compensation of its members, and 
may limit the number of days in 
any year for which any member of 
said board of examiners may receive 
compensation. 


(5) 
Each member of the county 


board of education shall devote not 
less- than two days in each year to 
visiting and inspecting rural schools. 
Each member shall attend at least 
one of the annual meetings of the 
school board 
conventions of 
the 


county. 


(G) 
The county board of educa- 


tion shall fix the salary of the coun- 
ty superintendent which shall not be 
less than $1,000 exclusive of expen- 
ses. It shall also audit arid allow his 
expense account. 
The county superindendent is an 


advisory member of the board. State 
aid in the sum of $500 is granted the 
board upon the certificate of the state 
superintendent, showing that they 
have filed their annual report.

ON NEW BOARD

'"At the ensuing: election, jApril 7th 
the voters, of Columbia' Bounty out- 
•side of the cities of Portage" and Col- 
unibus will elect 'a county board"~of 
'education as provided by chapter 
751 of the laws of-1913. Under the 
^provision of the new lawvthe- county 
board of ^education shall consist- of 
five'niembers, all to be elected for the 
first' time> in April, ' 


4 After their election thiey are to de- 
termine by lot' which' shall serve one, 
two/three, four.or,five years. One 
member 'will 'be'1 elected annually 
thereafter. 
The law does not''apply 


'•to-cities,havtog.'their own..board of 
education -vand superintendent^ of 
schools and voters in these cities will 
have no voice in the matter of select- 
ing the board.' 
,v( It in1 no' way effects or diminishes 
the powers and duties of the county 
superintendent. 


Any person entitled to vote at a 


school election may vote for these of- 
ficers, and such persons- entitled to 
vote may-hold office. This provision 
iu' the law makes worries electors 
eligible.'

independent nomination... papers and- 
no,party designation is permitted al- 
lho>a principle may be printed,on the 
ballot after the candidate's name.

Could we draw tho curtain which 


conceals the life of prehistoric people, 
we should see that the servant prob- 
lem is as old as the ljuman race. In- 
deed, If It were possible for extremes 
to meet, cave-dwellers and denizens of 
twentieth century sky-scrapers would 
doubtless converse sympathetically on 
this never-ending problem. Its exist- 
ence Is due to the universal desire of 
man to. use the strength of others for 
his own profit and pleasure—an un- 
changeable trait of human nature. 


During the colonial period of our 


history, service was performed in the 
main by two classes—the negro slave

Always place a mirror in a dark 


hall. If it can "be eo placed that it re- 
flects the opening into the living or 
drawingroom, it will serve a. triple pur- 
pose—it will be a convenience to the 
guests and members of the family 
when they are' starting out, it will In- 
crease the light and it will make the 
hall seem bigger. 
In, a living room place several mir- 


rors, if the room is dark. Place them 
in rather unexpected places. A long 
narrow mirror can be hung length- 
wise, perhaps in a corner beside a 
door. Another mirror can be placed 
on a wall opposite a window and so 
w.lll reflect the garden or trees or sea. 
or .street and give the room apparent- 
ly'another window. Another mirror 
can be placed at such an angle that it 
will not necessarily reflect the people 
sitting about the fire.- The object of 
living room mirrors is .not to give re- 
flections of the persons in the room, 
and such reflections are sometimes an- 
noying.

Washington, March 23.—Woodrow 


Wilson unbosomed himself to the 
members of the National Press club 
of Washington Friday, telling them 
In a frank, conversational way how 
he felt as president of the United 
States; how difficult it was for him to 
Imagine himself as the chief aiecuUve 
with the formal amenities of the posi- 
tion, and how he had struggled to be 
as free as the ordinary individual 
without the restraints of his- office. 


It was an Intimate picture of Wood- 


row Wilson—the man—drawn by him- 
self, on'-the occasion of the "house- 
warming" at the Press club's new 
quarters. 
The' president did not intend to 


have his remarks reported, but later, 
at the 'request of the club, the speech 
was made public. 


Wilson, as He Sees Himself. 


"I was just thinking of my sense of 


confusion- of identity sometimes when 
I read articles about myself," the 
president said. "I have never read 
an article about myself in which I 
recognized myself, and I have come to 
have the impression that I must be 
some kind of a fraud, because I think 
a great many of these articles are 
written in absolute good faith. 


"I tremble to think of the variety 


and falseness in the impressions I 
make—and it Is being borne in on me 
so that it may change my very dispo- 
sition—that I am a cold and removed 
person who has a thinking machine 
Inside which he adjusts ,.to the cir- 
cumstances—which he does not allow 
to be moved by any winds of affec- 
tion or emotion of any kind—but turns 
like a cold searchlight on anything 
that-.Is presented to his attention and 
makes It work. 


Feels Responsibility Keenly. 


"I am not aware of having any de- 


tachable apparatus Inside of>me. On 
the contrary, if I were to Interpret my- 
self, I would say that my constant 
embarrassment Is to retain the emo- 
tions that are Inside of me. 


"You may not believe it, but I some- 


times feel like a fire from a far from 
extinct volcano, and If the lava does 
not seem to spill over it Is because 
you are not high enough to see Into 
the basin and see the caldron boil. Be- 
cause, truly, gentlemen, In the posi-

"I have mixed first and last with 


all sorts and conditions of men—there 
are mighty few kinds of men that 
have to be described to me, and there 
are mighty few kinds of experiences 
that have to be described to me—and 
when I think of the number of men 
who are looking to me as the repre- 
sentative of a party, with the hope 
for all varieties of salvation from the 
things they are struggling In the midst 
of, It-makes me tremble. 


"It makes me tremble not only with 


a sense of my own Inadequacy and 
weakness, but as if I were shaken by

"If you just calculated the number 


of blunders a fellow can make In 
24 hours If he Is not careful and if 
he does not listen more than he talks, 
you would see something of the feel- 
Ing that I have. 


Always Eager to Get Advice. 


"I -was amused the other day at a 


remark that Senator Newlands made. 
I had read him the trust message that 
I was to deliver to congress some ten 
days before I delivered it, and I never 
stop 'doctoring' things of that kind 
until the day I have to deliver them. 


"When he heard it read to congress 


he said: T think It was better than 
it was when you read it to me.' I said: 
'Senator, there Is one thing which I do 
not think you understand. I not only

Knows Little of Capital Sights. 


"Now, 
If I were free, I would come 


not Infrequently up to these rooms. 
You know I never was in Washington 
but a very few hours until I came laet 
year and I never expect to see tho 
Inside of tho public buildings In Wash- 
ington until my term is over. 


"The minute I turn up anywhere, 


I am personally conducted to beat tho 
band". Tho curator, and the assistant 
curators, and every other blooming of- 
ficial turns up, and they show me so 
much attention that I don't see tho 
building. I would have to say, 'Stand 
aside and let me see what you are 
showing me.' 
' "Some day, after I am through with 
this office, I am going to come back 
to Washington and see it 
In the 


meantime, I am in the same category 
as the National museum; the monu- 
ment, the Smithsonian Institution, or 
the Congressional library, and every- 
thing that comes down here has to 
be shown the president. 


"If I only knew an exhibition ap- 


pearance to assume—apparently other 
appearances that do not show what is 
going on Inside—I would like to have 
it pointed out, so that I could practise 
It before the looking glass and see if 
I could not look like the monument. 


"Being regarded as a national ex- 


hibit, it would be much simpler than 
being shaken hands with by the whola 
United States. And yet, even that is 
interesting to me, simply because I 
like human beings. 


"It is & pretty poor crowd that does

You know I never was In Washington 
but a very few hours until I came last 
year and I never expect to see the 
inside of-the public buildings in Wash- 
ington until my term Is over. 


"TheNmlnute;I- turn up anywhere, 


I am personally conducted to beat the 
band'. The curator, and the assistant 
curators, and every other blooming of- 
ficial turns up, and they show me so 
much attention that I don't see the 
building. I would have to say, 'Stand 
aside and let me see what you are 
showing me.' . 
'• "Some day, after I am through with 
this office, I am going to come back 
to Washington and see it 
In the- 


meantime, I am in the same category 
as the National museum; the monu- 
ment, the Smithsonian institution, or 
the- Congressional library, and every- 
thing that comes down here has to 
be shown the president. 


"If I only knew an exhibition ap- 


pearance to assume—apparently other 
appearances that do not show what is 
going on Inside—I would like to have 
it pointed out, so that I could practise 
it before the looking glass and see if 
I could not look like the monument 
; "Being regarded as a national ex- 
hibit, It would be much simpler than 
being shaken hands with by the whole 
United States. And yet even that is 
interesting to me, simply because I 
like human beings. 


"It Is a pretty poor crowd that, does 


not interest you. I think they would 
have to be all members of that class 
that devotes Itself to 'expense regard- 
less of pleasure' In order to be en- 
tirely uninteresting.

Victors 
Apply Torch to Captumd 


Town to Wipe Out Cholera—De- 


feated Troops Throw Away 
Arms to Avoid Being Shot. 


El Vcrjel, .Durango, March ' 26.— 


Torrcon fell at five o'clock on Tues- 
day. 
General Villa w,on a complete 


and sweeping victory. 
The former 


bandit and refugee is now the abso- 
lute 
master 
of 
northern 
Mexico. 


There are only meager federal forces 
to resist his occupation of Monterey 
and SalUHo und Tamplco on the east 
and Mazatlan' on the west. 


With the Huerta army under Velas- 


co scattered and broken beyond'repair 
at Torreon, the road to Mexico City 
lies open to Villa. 
Villa -'is being 


cheered by his men and his generals 
us the great military genius In Mex- - 
Ico, 
. ' 
' 
; 


General Velasco knew ho was de- 


feated when his forces were smashed 
and driven out of Gomez Palaclo, He 
had realized that there was the place 
Svhose natural advantages gave him' 
his best chance of stopping the ad- 
vance of Villa with his .12,000 men 
against Velasco'u 9,000. The artillery 
equipment of the opposing forces were 
about equal. Fleeing from Gomez Pa- 
lacio in utter route, Velasco's men got 
uo respite. The rebels pursued relent- 
lessly. The federals' only hope was to 
hold the Na/.as river against Villa 
with, their batteries there. 
But their 


own- guns were turned against them' 
from the north, covering the advance 
of the forces of Villa and Benavides 
Crom the northeast, and when the 
Nazas batteries were silenced Torreou 
was doomed. 


With 1,500 federals estimated to 


have been slain In the terrific fighting 
at Gomez Palacio, which ended in the 
ro'st of General Velasco's forces, Villa 
mercilessly 
pursued 
the 
beaten 


forces and then, with Torreon sur- 
rounded, Villa luid General Benevldes, 
with his famous Zaragosa brigade, led 
an onslaught from the east and north- 
east. 
The fierce hand-to-hand fighting in 


the streets, the flaming of buildings 
put to the torch and the devastation 
generally that* fell on Gomez Palacio 
also were visited on Torreon. 


In the fierce fighting of the last 48 


hours hundreds of federal troops broke 
from their ranks and deserted to 
Villa's army. They wore held In the 
trenches under the onrush of. the-con- 
stitutionalists only by the actions of 
their officers, who shot luto the backs 
of men who tried to flee. The loss of 
life on the federal side is believed to 
have been the heaviest of the present 
revolution, for Velasco's army fought 
in massed formations against a ter- 
rible artillery bombardment. 


Corpses of cholera victims were 


strewn! in all the federal trenches. 


Fearful of an outbreak of the deadly 


disease in his own ranks, the con- 
queror issued orders for the burning 
of all barracks and hundreds of other 
buildings that might be suspected of 
having harbored the cholera stricken, 
eo that Torreon is in conflagration. 


Whetted by the crushing blow ad- 


ministered to Velasco's army at Gomez 
Palacio, nothing could stay the ad- 
vance of Villa's men. The way led for 
four miles through apparently im- 
passable territory. The gun carriages 
went into the' mud to their hubs; 
barbed wire barricades were every few 
hundred feet of the way, quagmires 
and canals had to be crossed and all 
the time a pounding fire was In their 
faces from the batteries on the Nazaa 
river. 


Benevldes added terror by setting 


fire to all buildings along his approach 
to the plaza and issuing orders to his 
men to, shoot down all found with 
arms, Velasco's men heard the shouted 
orders and began ringing away their 
weapons and scurrying up the streets. 
The federals utterly abandoned their 
wounded in the fields of Gomez Pala- 
cio and Torreon.

The Cost of Farm Power. 


The profits of -any manufacturing 


jusiness depend largely upon the se- 
curing of cheap raw .mater'al and 
jheap fuel. 
The cities along the 


Great Lakes, comprising, as they do, 
the greatest manufacturing center 
n the world, owe their existence to 
cheap iron, cheap lumber, and cheap 
coal. 
In exactly the same way the 


profits of the individual farm depend 
>rimarily upon the -ability of the 
'armer to come onto the market with 
a product that has cost him less than 
ts manufacture has cost his neigh- 
bor, 
whether that neighbor happens 


o live across the road, or in Canada, 
or the Argentine. 


One' of the most considerable costs 


f farming is the fuel bill. 
Every 


pound of hay consumed, every bush- 
el of oats or corn fed, every acre de- 
moted to pasture, bears the same re- 
ation, up to a certain point, that 
coal does to the profits of a factory 
business. A horse is fed oats to pro- 
duce power just as an engine is fed 
coal to the same end.. Dear oats and 
lay mean costly production of the 
cash product, whether that product 
>e wheat or butter fat. 
In order to 


:ut the cost of power it is necessary 
or the farmer to get the largest pos- 
/ble yield off his pasture and hay 
ands, and from his crops of oats and 
corn. 
By increasing his yield per 


acre of these crops, he cuts down the 
acreage it is necessary to devote to 
hem, cheapens the bushel cost of 
production, and seets free a larger 
acreage to be devoted to crops pro- 


ucing an immediate cash return. 


In other words, twenty bushels of 


oats to the acre is not profitable. 
Thirty bushels is too expensive. Fifty 
bushels cuts the fuel cost of plowing 
down to a point where the wheat 
rrower can grow wheat, or the butter 
'at manufacturer can produce clover 
and silage for his cows at a cost which 
will leave a margin of profit at going 
prices.

n. the dairy .Industry in Wisconsin, 
a remarkable gain In the value of 
milch cows per head is to be rioted 
ince 1910. .On January 1st of that 
ear,-according1 to averages quoted 
yy the. Wisconsin Live Stack Breed- 
rs' Association, the average value 
er. head was $36.60;., for 1913 it 


was $47.70 and for 1914 is $59.90. 
"hese averages make the total valua- 
iori of dairy.cows in Wisconsin as 
ollows; January 1st, 1910, ?53,912,- 
00; January 1st, 1913, ?71,741.000; 
Fanuary 1st, 1914, ?92,985,000. The 
apid increase in the value per head 
s due, in part, to a demand for dairy 
ows that far exceeds the supply, but 
he most important factor that has 
aused. by cow testing associations 
which get rid of the boarders and ac- 
ount for the greater prevalence of 
he blood improved breeds. 


-The sheep returns more meat per 


100 pounds of feed consumed than 
does the steer and if .the amount of 
roughage they eat is 'considered, they 
produce meat more economically than 
.he hog. 
Wool is a by-product of 


he meat making process. Sheep are 
prolific—a flock not yielding an in- 
crease of at least 100 per cent is 
poor indeed.

actor which, no doubt, limits the 
mutton production on farms, is that 
.00 much importance has been placed 
upon the production of wool. Rais- 
ng sheep for wool alone does not pay 
except upon cheap land. 
Sheep are 


raised on some of the most expensive 
and in England, but they produce 
meat primarily. If one fourth of the 
farms now not having sheep yould 
mainta-n a. flock of from 25 to 30 
ewes, reasonably weii managed and 
jrotected from dogs, farm incomes 
would be increased and some advance 
would be given the meat supply. 
Sheep should occupy a more promi- 
nent place on Wisconsin farms.

The Cost of Farm Power. 


The profits of--any manufacturing 


business depend largely upon the"se- 
curing of cheap raw .nmter'al' and 
cheap fuel. 
The cities along the 


Great Lakes, comprising, as they do, 
the greatest manufacturing center 
in the world, owe their existence to 
cheap iron, cheap lumber, and cheap1 
coal. 
In exactly the same way the 


profits of the individual farm depend 
primarily upon the -ability of the 
farmer to come onto the market with 
a product that has cost him less than 
its manufacture has cost his neigh- 
bor, whether that neighbor happens 
to live across the road, or In Canada,. 
or the Argentine. 


One1 of the most considerable costs 


of farming is the fuel bill. 
Every 


pound-of hay consumed, every bush- 
el of oats or corn feci, every acre de-. 
voted to pasture, bears the same re- 
lation, up to a certain point, that 
coal does to the profits of,a factory 


poor indeed. They are our most use- 
ful scavengers, clearing: the farm of 
weeds and brush In i.-a »i-i"i,mgly 
short time. All those'po'nts are well 
known, but':in spite of them, sheep 
are decreasing in number in Wiscon- 
sin. Cur dogs and internal parasites 
are, probably-1 the most potent factors 
that curtail the industry. It seems 
well night imposs'ble to get a dog 
law 'on the statutes, either state or 
national, and the loss occasioned by 
stray dogs is enormous every year. 
Internal parasites cause as much loss, 
or more, than do the dogs. Stomach 
worms are the most common, No in- 
fallible cure for them is known, but 
it is possible, with proper treatment 
and management, to largely control 
the loss caused by them. 
Another 


factor which, no doubt, limits the 
mutton production on farms, Is that 
too much importance has been placed 
upon the production of wool. Rais- 
ing^ sheep for wool alone does not pay 
except-upon cheap land. Sheep are 
raised on some of the most expensive 
land in England, but they produce 
meat primarily. If one fourth of the 
farms now not having sheep yould 
maintain a flock of from 25 to 30 
ewes, reasonably weu managed and 
protected from dogs, farm incomes 
would be increased and some advance 
would be given the meat supply. 
Sheep should occupy a more promi- 
nent place on Wisconsin.farms.

Information to Voters. 


The following instructions are given for the information' and guidance 


of Voters: 


A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and re- 


siden<|,e, will receive the proper ballots from the ballot clerk which must 
have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no 
other ballots can. bo used. Upon receiving his ballots, the voter must retire 
alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot 
clerk: may inform the voter as., to the proper manner of marking a ballot^ 
but he must not advise or Indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


The voter shall mark, his ballot by making a cross or mark in the, 


square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he intends .to 
vote or by inserting or writing in the name of the candidate. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot 


be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another 
in its stead, but not more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter;-. 
Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark' ballot. 
Unofficial ballots 


or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into; 
the booth, and may be used to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown 


so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


After the ballot is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot; 


be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and signatures of the ballot 
clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the 
booth or compartment, give his name .to the inspector in charge of the bal- 
lot box, band him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of tile- 
voting place.

A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, 


or that by reason of physical disability ho is unable to murk his ballot, can 
have assistance of 6ne or two election oJlicers in marking same, to be chosen 
by the voter; and if lie declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted 
by any person chosen by him fromamong the legal voters of the county. The 
presiding o'Olcer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such per- 
son's disability.

Dear oats and 
hay mean costly production of the 
cash product, whether that product 
be wheat or butter fat. 
In order'to- 


cut the cost of power it is necessary 
for the farmer to get the largest pos- 
s'ble yield ofl! his pasture and hay 
lands, and from his crops of oats and 
corn, 
By increasing his yield per 


acre of these crops, he cuts down the 
acreage it is necessary to devote to 
them, cheapens the bushel cost of 
production, and seets free a larger 
acreage to be devoted to crops pro- 
uiicing an immediate cash return. 


In other words, twenty bushels of 


oats to the acre is not profitable. 
Thirty bushels is too expensive. Fifty, 
bushels cuts the fuel cost of plowing 
down to a point where the wheat 
grower can grow wheat, or the butter 
fat manufacturer can produce clover 
and silage for his cows at a cost which 
will leave a margin of profit at going 
prices. And while higher prices for 
the output of the farm may be de- 
sirable, and possibly attainable in 
certain directions, due to better sys- 
tems of marketing, the farmer can- 
not hope to evade the first great law 
of manufacture, that cheap fuel is 
necessary If profits are to be assured 
—and in his case cheap fuel is hay, 
oats and corn,—Farm, Stock and 
Home.

.Ordinance Xo. 101. 


An ordinance providing for the 


trimming of trees whose limbs and 
branches extend over the sidewalks 
in the city of Grand Rapids, Wood 
County, Wisconsin. 


The Common Council of the city of 
rand Rapids, Wood County, Wiscon- 


sin do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 3. Any person or per- 


sons owning land abutting upon any 
streets in the cily of Grand Rapids, 
Wood County, Wisconsin, upon which 
there is situated trees or shrubbery, 
whose limbs, branches or foliage 
shall extend over and above the side 
walk or path used by pedestrians, 
shall keep said limbs,' branches and 
foliage of such trees cut and trimmed 
so as to leave a free, clear and un- 
obstructed passage way for a distance 
of at least eight (8) feet above such 
sidewalk or path. 


SECTION 2. Any. person or per- 


sons who shall be guilty of violation 
of Section 1 of this ordinance shall 
upon conviction thereof be punished 
by a fine of not less than flve ($5.00) 
Dollars nor more than ten (10.00) 
Dollars and costs of prosecution. 


SECTION 3. This ordinance shall 


take effect and be in force from and 
after the date of its passage and pub. 
lication.

assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the 
county. The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion as 
to such person's disability.

When 
called upon to recite, he told the story 
quite well. It was a fairly good reci- 
tation: f or an average hoy. 


It so happened that the county 


superintendent of schools was a caller 
at the school that 
afternoon, 
and 


heard this boy recite. 
He was 
a 


man of keen instincts, and it is very 
probable, that he noted that this boy 
had put some special effort into the 
preparation of his lesson that day. 
At any rate, this superintendent made 
it a point to stop the shy, awkward, 
tousled headed farm boy after the 
day's lesson was :dismissed, and 
to 


say. to him: "My boy, that was a 
good story that you told in class to- 
day. 
Show the same interest in 


things all' the time, and it will make 
a man of you." 


A few words of praise! 
The 


superintendent of the county rural 
schools very probably 
forgot 
the 


incident that same week, if he ever 
thought of it again. That boy, on 
the contrary, never forgot the words 
•spoken and the manner in which they 
were spoken, with a hand on the 
boy's shoulder, a gleam of friend- 
ship in his sharp eyes, and a touch to 
the rough hair that somehow brought 
the tears to the boy's eyes and a 
choke int ohis throat. It may be re- 
marked here that this boy did not 
have a mother's care. 


From that hour a new determina- 


tion took hold on the boy. He made 
up h;s mind that if taking interest in 
things would make a man of him he 
would take interest.

In tho.usands of homes there are 


thousands of boys who are now just 
at the stage of life when they are 
doubtful about what life means to 
them. They are doubtful as to whe- 
ther they are of any use,in the world. 
Some of them have never been told 
that they are of any value.

them have been told that they and 
their work are 
useless. 
Perhaps 


your boy is one of these. If he is, it 
is time that you turn 
over 
a new 


leaf. Don't wait until the end of the 
year to do it, either. Turn it now. 
Punish disobedience, of course, 
but 


praise honest effort. 


Most parents watch their children 


very carefully. 
The trouble comes 


because they watch them carefully 
for mistakes only. They need watch- 
ing, it is true, but we will gain more 
by watching for the good things they 
do, and telling them, about these 
good things instead of continually 
pointing to their faults. Boys are al- 
ways making mistakes in their work, 
if they do any work of their own 
planning. 
If they do not plan, and 


do not think for themselves, they are 
not developing as they should. 


• The wise parent will overlook a 


dozen mistakes in practice, if he sees 
the boy planning to do something of 
value. 
Any ordinary boy who is 


praised for what he tried to do will 
be certain to work hard to carry 
out his plans in the best possible 
manner. 
He will do his 
best to 


prove tha^you are right when you 
tell him that he is doing well. By 
the same token, if told that he is a 
ne'er-do-well, he will probably prove 
that this is a fact. 
Many a boy has 


turned out as he was expected to, 
only because he felt that this was 
just what everybody expected him to 
do. Watch your boy tomorrow for 
a chance t otell him about a good 
piece of -work he had done.

Controversy—Republicans Attack

Washington—The party in power i» 


having some little trouble through the 
still unsolved problem of thehigh cost 
of living. Not long'ago a member of 
the industrial; commission reported, 
without supplementary .explanations, 
that there were 150,000 unemployed 
persons in New, York city. This .-the 
Republicans seized Instantly .as, a 
basis for criticism of the Democrats 
tariff policy, saying' the reductions to 
the rates were'': responsible for the 
-unemployed.

The Industrial commission is a gov- 


ernment body and the majority of its 
members are Democrats. Naturally 
&ere was some Democratic resent- 
ment that a party commission should 
say things to ;hurt the party without 
giving any explanation as to -the rea- 
sons for'the things said. A quick ex- 
planation was coming from the com- 
mission that the number of unem- 
ployed was no greater this winter 
than In other winters. 


Now in the high cost of living mat- 


ter the Democrats again are having 
some little trouble and a Democratic 
official In a way Is charged with re- 
sponsibility therefor. The bureau of 
labor statistics gets out retail price 
reports and in one of its recent ones 
it was shown that the cost of living 
is as high as ever. Instantly a New 
York man, said to be an expert in 
such matters, challenged the statistics 
bureau and said that its figures were 
too high. 


;.'•• 
.... Hits Back at Critics. 
.Now'the-, commissioner of-labor sta- 


tistics, Royal Meeker, appointed to the 
office by Woodrow Wilson, has come 
back at his critics and In a longer 
answer he gives the manner In which 
the bureau arrived at Its retail price 
conclusions and, virtually challenges 
anybody successfully to dispute 'the 
recently published statistics. 


One thing which will probably be 


of specific Interest to the country Is 
Mr. Meeker's explanation of the way 
that the bureau gathers and complies 
retail price statistics. He says in his 
answer to his critics: 
"Retail prices are secured from 670 


stores scattered throughout 40 rep- 
resentative cities of the pnited States. 
These stores are carefully selected,by 
-the agents of the bureau. No "cut 
rate" or "fancy" stores are taken. 
Stores that trade largely with work- 
Ingmen's families are chosen. These 
stores send In to the bureau the actual 
sales prices on the fifteenth of each 
month of the fifteen food commodities 
carried by the bureau. Agents visit 
the reporting stores annually to make 
sure that the reports sent in are cor- 
rect. The 15 food commodities have 
been carefully selected after years of 
experimenting. 
"A larger number of' commodities 


was originally included in the bureau's 
plans and would be desirable, but It 
Is impossible to get reliable prices of 
fish, coffee, fresh apples, fresh vege- 
tables, "canned goods, etc., because the 
quality of the same description of an 
article varies capriciously. 
Mocha- 


'ava blend coffee, for example, does 
not mean the same thing from store 
to store, or from time to,time. 


A Difficult Problem. 
. 
• 


"Clearly Increases and decreases In 


prices cannot be traced from prices 
of articles that are one thing at one 
time and something different at an- 
other time or several different things 
at one and the same time. The bureau 
has long been wrestling with the prob- 
lem of getting quotations of more 
foodstuffs and of including In its re- 
tall price index boots and shoes, men's 
and women's clothing, and houses rent- 
als. This is very desirable, but as yet 
it has not been • practicable for rea- 
sons explained above. 


"It would also be very desirable to 


extend retail price statistics to Include 
a large number of cities and a larger 
number-of stores In those cities cov- 
ered. This cannot be done at present 
because of lack of funds." 


Democrat, Progressive and Republi-

GOT NAME THROUGH BLUNDER 


Tophet In We»t Virginia Probably 


Most Amusing Instance of Error 


of Officials. 


The history of the origin of post- 


office names affords "many amusing 
facts. Not a few of the names grow- 
out of .blunders In writing and spell- 
ing; . The postoffice department pre- 
sumably hasn't the time to conduct 
a special investigation In every neigh- 
borhood, so it often jumps to conclu- 
sions or draws upon its imagination. 
In the Princeton Press of West Virgi- 
nia'we find a curious instance of a 
name conferred upon a postoffice be- 
cause of an error in one letter of a pe- 
tition. There Is a district in that state 
'known as Hill Top. When the people 
of'Hlil Top decided to ask for a post- 
office a petition was drawn up and for- 
warded to Washington city. Tie wri- 
ter was not careful to-dot the "I" in 
Hill. Instead, he.made assort of loop 
that was interpreted as an "e." Call a 
postoffice "Hell Top?" That would 
never do. It shocked the agents of 
Uncle Sam. But they thought they 


'which when It becomes a law Is ex- 
pected - to unlock the Interlocking di- 
rectorates of modern;'Industry, fur- 
nishes a,case in which Democracy is 
having trouble. to avoid "the'charge 
that li is..- for states rights in some 
Instance and not in. others.

by It revered doctrine of states rights 
in the past to check what it has called 
Republican rapacities, but now It is 
trying to find a way to dispose of the 
bogy and yet keep It intact for the 
uses'of the future." 


Where the Rub Comes. 


In the matter of the measure drawn 


to do away with Interlocking director- 
ates, the Democrats are confronted by 
a question as to whether state banks 
can be brought within the provisions 
of the statutes which it is proposed to 
pass. The party of course wants the 
state bank directorates separated as It 
desires those of national banks shall 
be, and the question is can the sepa- 
ration be accomplished without violat- 
ing .the doctrine of states rights. 


The house committee which is con- 


sidering, the case has had Louts D. 
Brandels before it as a witness and 
probably as an adviser. Mr. Brandeis 
Is now engaged as special counsel by 
the Interstate- commerce commission 
in the railroad advanced rate case. 
He told the Democrats of the commit- 
tee that there are three ways by which 
they can pass the states rights ob- 
stacle by the flank and yet leave it 
there intact for further use. Accord- 
Ing to Mr. Brandeis congress years 
ago established a precedent which 
can be used this day to justify the 
forbidding of interlocking directorates 
of state banks. This precedent was 
set by the national lawmakers when 
they taxed the currency of state 
banks .out of existence. 


As a second method of reaching 


the. states rights matter through the 
federal power, Mr. Brandeis says that 
all banking business of necessity par- 
takes of an Interstate character, or, 
in other words, that it enters Into in- 
terstate commerce and that this fact 
ought to bring it well within the realm 
of the power of congress to act. As 
a third method he says that the mat- 
ter can be reached through the right 
of congress to declare what matter 
shall be carried in the United States 
mails. 
Presumably this means that 


the postal privileges can be withheld 
from any state bank which declines 
to comply with the law forbidding 
the Interlocking of directorates. 


Make Much of Trivial Subjects. 
Members of congress, especially 


when they make speeches in the capi- 
tol on what may seem to be trivial 
subjects, make every effort to show 
that they are determined this country 
shall continue to be a democracy, "a 
place of continued rule by the plain 
people with no frills on the ruled or 
the rulers." 
It is a curious fact that senators and 


•representatives frequently show more 
alarm lest the democracy of the.peo- 
ple be undermined by some little 
thing suggestive of luxury or of de- 
cadence of taste than they do over 
what appears to be the rapid growth 
of class conditions In this country and 
the rapid concentration -of wealth in 
the hands of the few. The big things 
which threaten democracy are over- 
looked, but the little things are taken 
up on a high plane and pointed to as 
danger signals of a coming crash In 
the affairs of the republic. 


They have just been having a tre- 


mendous debate In the senate over 
the use of automobiles by government 
officials. 
Congress, of course, sup- 


plies the "working tools" of the men 
in executive official life here in the 
District of Columbia. 
It always has 


been the custom to vote money to 
pay for horses and vehicles for the 
commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia who are compelled to ride 
here and there on overseeing duty. 
Other officials have been voted horses 
and carriages, or rather, as Is usually 
the case, buggies, without a question. 
In these days of automobiles and the 
quicker transportation facilities which 
they offer, naturally, enough congress 
was asked to change horses and bug- 
gies to automobiles and then came 
the protest and the great debate. 


Like Nero of Rome. 


One would think from what was 


said by more or less eminent senators 
of the United States from the floor of 
the senate that an official who rides in 
an automobile is tainted with all the 
vicious luxurlousness of Nero, emper- 
or of the Romans. 
On hearing the 


philippics one would think that every 
official who uses an automobile has. 
under his seat a fiddle and a bow 
which he is anxiously waiting oppor- 
tunities to use for the making of 
music while Washington burns. These 
things make one laugh, and yet they 
are taken tremendously seriously by 
the congress of the United States, and 
what makes them absolutely absurd Is 
that all this talk Is for home con- 
sumption only, for the nature and aim 
of every senator and representative Is 
to let the people of his district think 
that he is a plain man who Infinitely 
prefers to ride in a street car to trust- 
Ing himself to one of those devils of 
modernism, an automobile.

conclusions and, virtually challenges 
anybody successfully to dispute 'the 
recently published statistics. 


One thing which will probably be 


of specific interest to the country Is 
Mr. Meeker's explanation of'the way 
that the bureau gathers and compiles 
retail price statistics.

'.'..',"'.'A--' larger number,:of! commodities 
was'originally Included in the'bureau's

In 
prices cannot be: traced from prices 
of articles that are one thing at one 
time and something different at an- 
other time or several different things 
at one and the same time. The bureau 
has long been wrestling with the prob- 
lem of getting quotations of more 
foodstuffs and of including In its re- 
tall price Index boots and shoes, men's 
and women's clothing, and houses rent- 
als.

Accord- 
ing to Mr. Brandeis congress years 
ago established a precedent 
which 


can be used this day to justify the 
forbidding of interlocking directorates 
of state banks.

As a second method of reaching 


the, states fights matter through the 
federal-power, Mr. Brandeis says that 
all banking business of necessity par- 
takes of an interstate character, or, 
in other words, that it enters into in- 
terstate commerce and that this fact 
ought to bring it well within the realm 
of. the;power of congress to; act. As 
a third method be says: that the, mat- 
ter can be reached through the ,right 
of congress to declare what, matter 
shall;be carried in the United States 
mails. ':Presumably this' means that 
the postal;.prlvileges. can, be withheld 
from any state bank which declines 
to; comply^ with the law forbidding 
the interlocking of directorates.
